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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  &  Transport  Committee: 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Seaham  Urban  District  for  the  year  1972. 

I  would  draw  your  attention  to  one  or  two  matters  which  merit  your 
attention. 

The  latest  population  figure  shows  a  decline  of  9.01%  since  the 
1961  census  and  over  the  same  number  of  years  the  birth  .rate  has 
reduced  from  a  figure  of  18  to  one  of  13  per  thousand  of  the  population 
With  the  death  rate  almost  stationary  there  are  now  each  year  fewer 
births  than  deaths ,  a  trend  which  does  not  augur  well  for  the  future 
of  the  District  unless  it  can  be  reversed.  Infant  Mortality  at  38  per 
thousand  live  births  was  obviously  too  high  but  with  such  a  small  total 
number  of  births  (261)^  major  fluctuations  from  year  to  year  are  to  be 
expected.  Taking  the  past  ten  years  as  a  guide ,  the  rate  works  out  at 
approximately  22,  which  is  probably  better  than  the  figures  attained 
in  similar  industrial  areas  elsewhere. 

Infectious  Disease  was  not  a  problem  during  the  year*  indeed 
with  the  exception  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  which  was  fractionally 
higher;  the  case  rate  for  all  notifiable  diseases  was  lower  than  that 
of  England  and  Wales. 

The  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  area  has  been  prepared  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  contributions  from  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor  and  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Port  Health  Authority  have  been  included.  No  undue  difficulties 
were  accounted  during  the  year  and  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  a 
reasonable  close  surveillance  of  all  matters  of  environmental  health. 

We  were  sorry  to  loose  the  service  of  Mr,  Todd.,  the  Rodent  Operator , 
owing  to  ill  health.  He  took  a  keen  interest  in  the  work  and  was 
always  helpful  to  the  public  when  his  services  were  requested.  I  am 
sure  we  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement.  Fortunately,  we  have  in 
Mr.  Robinson  a  satisfactory  successor  and  the  work  of  the  Department 
has  not  deteriorated. 

Finally  may  I  once  again  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
Staff  and  Officials  for  the  continued  support  and  interest  during  the 
year.

admitted  an  “accident 1)11  during  production  had  occured  and  had  withdrawn 
this  particular  batch  of  processed  cheese  from  sale,  but  unfortunately 
a  few  cases  had  escaped  detection,,  .An  assurance  was  given  that  this 
“error”  in  production  had  now  been  rectified*

When  this  complaint  was  received  the  piece  of  glass  had  been 
separated  from  the  sausage  roll.  Following  normal  procedure  this 
was  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  his  expert  opinion,,  but 
after  examination  he  was  unable  to  state  precisely  that  the  piece 
of  glass  had  been  baked  in  the  sausage  roll.
